believe that it contains tho germa of 
terrible disease, which results in suro 
and agonizing death to those who bo- 
come its victims. A physician who at- 
tended some of tho afflicted gives the 
following description of the disease: 


A malady among horses peculiar to 


Siberia and Poland has sometimes been 
known to kill as many as 40,000 ponies 
per year in n single province. The hair, 
principally the tails and manes, is taken 
off tho bodies of the animal* dying from 
thii plague, and is shipped to tkis coun- 
try. 
Tho operatives who handle it are 


liable to receive the poison into the sys- 
tem, either by breathing the deadly 
germs of the disease into the lungs, or 
by its inoculation through a scratch or 
abrasion of the skin. 
The internal 


malady is almost always incurable, and 
manifests itself in a swelling of the 
throat and head, sometimes to doubl: 
tho natural site, A high fever accom- 
panies it, and delirium soon sets in, fol- 
lowed by a painful death. If inoculated 
in the blood through the skin, a email 
pimple apjwim, which rapidly spreads 
and increases in sisca, and if the proper 
remedies are not promptly administered 
the patient dies in convulsions or delir- 
ium. 
Dr. Stone said he had treated 


twenty-five such cases when tho factory 
of Glover & Wiloomb was located in 
Walpole, and of these fourteen had re- 
sulted fatally.

lowed by a painful death. If inoculated 
in the blood through the skin, a email 
pimple apjwirfi, which rapidly spreads 
and increases in nizo, and if the proper 
remedies are not promptly administered 
the patient dies in convulsions or delir- 
ium. 
Dr. Stone said he had treated 


twenty-five nucli cases when tho factory 
of Glover & Wiloomb was located in 
Walpole, and of these fourteen had re- 
sulted fatally.

tho surface becomes dry and burning 
hat; mouth and throat dry, with intense 
thirst and sometimes delirium ; urine 
scanty nnd high colored ; tongue cover- 
ed with n pasty white coat, with red 
edges, in some cases mucous or bilious 
vomiting. 


Space will not allow further remarks, 


but may in future give a more cxtcndci: 
history of yellow fever, which would be 
at length, provided we should enter into 
a thorough description of the disease.

"a go" of wliisky, sixpence; "a half go 
of whisky, three pence; "a go" of gin, 
four pence, and "a half <*o," two ponce.
